Dr. Talmage's Discourse on the Growth
and Perfection of Christianity.

Although Dr. Talmage was hindered
from attending the great anoual moet:
ing of the Christain Kndeavor society
st Oinocinnati, his sermon shows him to
be in sympathy with the great move-
ment; text. Amos ix; 13, ‘‘Behold
the days come, saith the Lord, that
the plowman shall overtake the reaper.”

Unable because of other important
duties to amccept the iuvilation to
take part in the great convention of
Christian Endeavorers at Cincinnati,
begun last week, I preach a sermon of
congratulation for all the members of
that magnificent association, whether
now gathered in wvast assemblage or
busy in their places of usefuiness,
transatiantio and oisatlantic, and as it
is now harvest time in the fields and
siokler are flashing in the gathering of
a great orop, I find mighty suggestive-
ness in my text. .

The naval expenditure of Frases fir
1901 is officially proposed to be $62 520,-
000, which at first sight seems to be less
thaa in 1901, but if it is taken into so-
count that the cost of maintaining the
marine infaniry and artillery, amount-
ing to about 5 400,000, has been trans-
ferred from tho navy to the ministries of
war and the Colonies, it is found that
the money that France intends to spend
upon tho navy during 1902 is in reality
$2,300,000 in excess of the naval ex-
penditures of the ourrent yoear.

Itis & matter of serions ocopsidera-
tion for the Fiench whether thoy aro
not spending upon their navy more than
their national resources warrant.
France has now piled up & dept in-
volving an annual charge for interest
of nearly $200,000,000 or, in other
words, every man, woman and child in
France has now 1o pay 5. per apnum
for intcrest on the National debt. The
army costs the countey §132,000,000 a
year and tho total expenditura for 1902
is officially proposed to be $750 000,000

Moreover, reflections upon the
Frineh oenrus osuse renewed unessi-
ness. Last March the populstion in
round numbers was 38,600,000, being
an inoresse of only 330,000 since 1896;
and even this mesgre resul: is mostly
acorunted for by Paris and its suburbs,

THE WEEELY CROP REPORT.

Director Bauer Bey's it Was the Most

Favorable Week of the Season,

The fcllowing is the weekly bulletin
of the ocondition of the weather ard
orops in the Siate, issued Wednesday
by Director Bauer of the South Caro-
lina sectioa of the olimate and crop
service of the Uaited Siates weather
bureau:

The woek ending Monday, July 8
avoraged slightly warmer than usua
over the wes.crn, northern and central
portions, snd slightly ocooler over the
southeastern. The dailey maximum
ranged between 86 and 98 degrees, while
a minimum of 66 was noted at Green-
ville on the 1st. There was more than
the usnal amount of bright sunshine.

Eitly in the week, avd again near
i's close, thero were eeattered showers,
hsaviest in the contral and south-
eastern oountie’, with a maximum
rainfall of 1 99 inches at St. Gaorge,
while over the porthern and western
countios the week was genorally rain-
lees. These conditions of high tem-
perature abundant funshive, and ah-
sence of rain, mada this the most fa-
vorable week of the season for ocaltiva
tion, nevertheless, many ficlds remain
grassy, and it will require st least an-
other week of dry weather to olean
them. Hasin is needed genorally for the
orops, and to soften the soil espeoially
olayey land that dried out hard, and
breaks cloddy under caltivation. Raio
is also needed to prevent further injury
to crops that were damaged in ridding
them of grass and weeds,

Cotton made s slight and general im-
provement, exoept sea islaand, that im
proved decidedly. The plants are’un-
usually emasll for the season, and are
growicg slowly, especially on eandy
#oils, where their condition is execp.
tionally poor. Blooms are poted ¢ver
the whole BSiate, but ocotton is not
bloomicg as profusely as it should at
this eesson. It is reported tha: the
crop as a whole canoot possibly attain
s normwal condition, howcvar favorable
the weather during the remsinder of
the season may be.

The corncrop can now safely be
characterized as the rosrest in many
years, and over coneiderable areas will
approximate a [failure. Corn, with
soms cxceptions, has siender stalks,‘is
tasselling low, and oot earicg well.
Plantirg bottom and stubble lands con
tioues.

Tobscco shared in the goneral im-
provement duriog the past weck, but
i8 €t'll very poor. Cutting and cur
iag is well under way in all districts.

Rice made marked improvement,
but has not fully recovered from the ill
ofisots of the excoesive June rainfail.

P’eas are being extensively planted in
with corn and on stabble fi:lds, Some
have come up to good stands.

Apples, peashes and pears contione
to drop extensively, while peaches and
grapcs rot as they ripen.

The labor situstion has not improved,
snd continues to be & wserious factor in
this yesar's farm economies.

What the Nations Owe

An article summarizing the
national debts of the wvarious
countries of the world appears
in a recent publication from the |
bureau of statistics. It showa]
a total of thirty-one billion, a
sum that is utterly inconceiv-
able, and which there is about
as much chance of the world
ever paying as thereis of elect-
inga Sorthern man President
next time. On a basis of per
capita dept the following in-
teresting and instructive figures
are given: In the Australasian
colonies the debt amounts to
$263.90 for each individual. The
citizens of Honduras each carry
$219.60. The people of France
strain under a per capita debt of
$150.61. In Urguay itis $148.06;
in Portugal, $143.82; Argentinia
$128.85; Spain, $05.53; the
Netleclands, $90.74; Belgium,
$75.63, and Great Britain, $74,-
83. Our burdens, much as we
complain, are comparatively
easy to bear, being only $1-.52
per capita, though in Mexico
the per capita debt is but $10.84
The debt of the United
States in 1835 was only $33,000,-
000, and in 1860 was but 64,000,
000, butin five years it had soar-
ed t0$2,756,413,571.43 the legacy
of our great civil war, The
British national debt is over
four billions, but like the United
States, Great Britain still ex-
pects to pay principal as well
as interest, or, atleast, has no
thought of repudiating it even
if it is never paid. France still
struggles to pay the interest on
herentire national debt, but at
least three-fourths of 1t is regar-
ded as  irredeemable, while
Spain, Italy, Turkey and Aus-
tria-Hungary are practically
bankrrpi countries. Nobody
expects the debts of these na-
tions to be paid. The only ques-
tion is, will they be able to con-
tinuejto pay the interestr War
iga great debtbuilder, and if
Uncle Sam ever wants to see his
national debt wiped out he must
se to it that the peace treaty
which he signed at The Hague
bears better fruit than that
which has immediately follow-
ed the peace conference.
